ing S aturday evening, when she took 
it in the basket to the river hank. 
She said site intended to return later 
an d bury it, hut was unable to do so.

implicates three men, 
one of 
w hom she said she did not know, the 
o ther tw o

K nightstow n. 
’N either, 
however, is of any prom i­ 
nence. 
The body of the babe was exhumed 
Wednesday evening, and 'a n autopsy 
was held 
by Coroner G raham and 
other physicians.

generally are of good size and fine 
flavor, and some 
counties 
produce 
cantaloupes that are second to none.

Price No t Reg ulated by Demand 


and There is No Dang er 


o f Strike 


One of the beauties of the m anufac­ 
ture of binder tw ine by the State of 
Indiana aud M ichigan City peuiteuti- 
ary is that the price is not regulated 
by the demands, but by the cost of 
raw m aterial of which the tw ino is 
made. 
N either is there any difficulty 
from strike« in the institution, and 
there is no scarcity of help to man the 
various machines, 
as the workiueu 
cannot get aw ay even if they w ant to, 
ami it is safe to say that they do. 
The m aterial from which the tw ine 
is made is sisal fiber, most of which 
is imported from Yucatan. 
The price 
of tw ine is fixed so tha t the State may 
make a small profit and the farmers 
of Indiana get a tw ine that is much 
cheaper than the so called trust made 
twine. 
This they have been doing alt 
season, paying nine cents a pound for 
lots under 
1000 ]Kiunds, 8-*., cents ami 
8*2 cents a pound in lot* of 
10,000 
pounds or more. 
These prices have 
held uniform all season. 
The prison 
binder tw ine factory 


w as not under full headway until last 
M arch.|bot up to the present tim e the 
institution has sold more than half a 
million pounds of t wine to the farmers 
of this State. 
Orders began coming 
in 
during April 
and reached 
the 
m axim um ¡in 
June. 
Now that the 
wheat harvesting season is about over, 
orders are dropping off. 
The fac tory 
has had all it could do to keep up w ith 
the demand and from now on tw ine 
will be m anufactured for next season. 
Prison made tw ine has teen fairly 
introduced over the State this season, 
and the prison officers have assurance 
that they will ‘do thin g s’ in the bin d ­ 
er tw ine business next year. 
Some 
people were suspicious of the price 
aud, thinking that they wonld get an 
inferior articles of tw ine, waited to 
see how their neighbors fared. 
W ard­ 
en Reid's*twine did not get a fair show 
in the market, but next year he will 
be able to flood the State, and he says 
that he has* no doubt that the tw ine 
will t e taken 
up rapidly. 
Warden 
Reid is in receipt of letters from fa r­ 
mers in all part* of the State recom ­ 
m ending the State twine, and encour­ 
aging him in its m anufacture.
